Paris Reports Advance Between 
Aisne and Oise on the 
Western Front. 


TURKS STILL 


British Also Occupy’ T renches 
on Two-and-Half-Mile Front 
in Somme Section. 


BERLIN, March 16, by wireless to 
Sayville—An attack with strong forces 
was begun by French troops on the 
Macedonian front yesterday in the re- 
gion of Monastir. Today's headquar- 
ters report says the French entered ad- 
vanced trenches at one point but other- 


wise were repulsed. 

The announcement follows: 

“Strong French forces today repeated- 
ly attacked our positions northwest and 
north of Monastir. West of Nijopole (six 
miles west of Monastir) the enemy en- 
tered the most advanced trench. Other- 
wise the attacks, which were ifttroduced 
by violent artilléry fire, failed. 

“Between Ochrida and Presba Lakes 
French advances also were repulsed.”’ 


Russians Take Fortified Positions 
West of Kermanshah. 
PETROGRAD, via London, March 16.-— 
Russian troops have dislodged the Tur- 
kish forces from their fortified positions 
on the summit of Narleshkian, to the 
west of Kermahshah, in Northwestern 
Persia, says an official statement issued 
today by the Russian War Department. 


British Successes 30 Miles Northeast 
of Bagdad and on Somme Front. 
LONDON, March 16.—A portion of the 

town of Bakubsh, on the right bank of 

the Diala River, about 30 miles north- 
east of Bagdad, has been occupied by 
the British, it was announced in a re- 
port received today from Gen, Maude, in 
command of the British Tigris forces. 

The Turks continue to fall back on the 

right bank of the Tigris.

PARIS, March J&A French detach- 
ment advanced last night between the 
Avre and the Oise and occupied a num- 
ber of points, taking prisoners, the War 
Office announces. German raids on the 
Verdun front were repulsed. Artillery 
engagements occurred in the Cham- 

pagne. 0 

The official communication says the 
Avre-Oise raids were in the direction of 
Beauvraignes and south of Crapeau- 
mesnil. It continues: 

We have pushed as far as the third 
German trench east of Cannysur-Matsz. 
Our detachments penetrated the wood 
and occupied it to a depth of about 9 
meters. In the region of Maison de 
Champagne, in bomb fighting, we cap- 
tured several enemy underground pas- 
sages.

Customers virtually Raid Gro 
Eagerness to Lay 


cery Stores All Over City in 
in Reserve Stock. 


Fear of the railroad strike caused a 
veritable raid this morning on grocery 
stores in all parts of the city. Cus- 
tomers, arriving in many cases in auto- 
mobiles, overran the shops, buying 
canned goods by the case and every 
Staple they could get in wholesale quan- 
tities. Conditions were approximate); 
such as obtained in Europe at the be 
ginning of the war, when those who 


markets and stocked their homes and 
cellars with provisions.as if for a siege. 

Some of the grocers, especially in the 
West End, had extra forces of workers 
to handle the crowds, and put additional 
vehicles into their delivery service. Otl.- 
ers protested to their customers against 
buying at present in large quantities, 
declaring this was a certain method of 
creating a shortage. 

However, prices as yet shaw no wide- 
spread response to the strike situation, 
and remain for the most part what they 
were a week ago. ; 

Facts in Food Situation, 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch re 
porter into the city’s food | situation 
showed the following facts: 

The sugar supply at hand is virtually 
nil, and a cessation of importations 
would in three or four days clean out 
the stocks in possession of the jobbers. 
The retailers also face a sugar famine 
because of a strike in the refineries in 
the East. There has been a sugar. short - 
age here for the last two months. 

There is virtually no canhed milk on 
hand, there having been a shortage in 
this line for the last three months. St. 
Louis is dependent on outside supplies 
for fresh milk, and would, with the lack 
of canned milk, in a few days be re- 
duced for its milk supplies to depend on 
the inadequate supply that would be 
brought in by motor trucks and the 
Illinois electric traction systems. 

St. Louis warehouses have on hand 
more than a month's supply of flour. 

In all other lines of provisions both 
wholesalers and retailers have enough 
on hand so that no pinch would be felt 
in the city for two or three months. One 
big West End grocer is assuring his 
customers today that he has on hand 
sufficient provisions to feed them for a 
year. 

Supplies for Two Montha, 
Of most of the requisite food supplies, 
excepting sugar and flour, the city has 
sufficient stores on hand to last at least 
two months, it was said on all sides. At 
the end of that period some relief would 


could afford to do so rushed upon thefthe rush 


be afforded by the local supplies of 
vegetables and produce that would ther. 
begin to become available. 

It was pointed out, however, hat in 
case of a strike the wholesalers would 
be cut off from their country trade, 
and that all of their stock would per- 
force be reserved for city use.

Produce Wholesalers. Have Supplies 
for About a Week. 
Wholesale prices of produce, with the 


exception of potatoes, did net advance 
today. Potatoes went up 3 or 4 cents a 
bushel. Tomatoes have been advancing 
rapidly, but this was not caused by the 
railroad’ situation. The tomato crop in 
Florida and Cuba is practically a fall- 
ure. They were sold for $8.8 a crate 
yesterday, an advance of $1 a crate over 
the day before. 

Third Street Commission men say that 

with the railroad strike the supplies on 
hand of all kinds of produce will not 
last longer than a week at most and 
most socks will be. exhausted in four 
or five days. 
At this season practicaily all vege- 
tables except old potatoes are perish- 
able and large stocks could not be kept 
on hand even if they could be obtained. 
The supply of old potatoes is scant. 
Prices have been declining recently and 
commission men have net been buying 
as heavily es they did some. time axe ' 
There is practically nothing coming in 
by wagon from the country at this sea- 
son. Prices are expected to advance 
sharply tomorrow and keep going up as 
long as there is anything to sell. 


No Market for storkern at National 


Steck. Yards. 

At the National Stockyards the mar- 
ket for stockers and féeders was sus- 
pended by the strike prospects. Stock- 
ers and feeders are the cattle bought at 
the yards by speculators, and resold to 
farmers for fattening. The average 
daily trade is 700 to 800 head. Specula- 
tors, unable to ship out their stock on 
hand, sold it to packers at losses. 
Good hogs, those weighing 200 pounds 
or more; sold today at $15 a hundred 
pounds, a high price, and stockmen 
said a strike would send the price to 
$20. 


THREE RIVER LINES WILL 
KEEP BOATS RUNNING 


Investigation today by a ‘Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of the Mississippi River 
as a St. Louis asset in the event of a 
railroad strike developed the following 
facts: ‘ 
Most of the steamboat companies ex- 
pect to obtain enough coal from river 
mines for their own use daily. 
The Eagle Packet Co. has two boats 
running, the Peoria to Beardstown and 
the Bald Eagle to Cape Girardeau. It 
has enough coal for a week or 10 days. 
Four other boats will be available when 
needed. 
River town merchants are arranging 
to operate motor trucks through the 
country to gather in supplies for ship- | 
ment to St. Louis by boat. 1 

The Streckfus fleet of five boats is at 
Paducah. The boats can coal at river 
mines above Paducah. They can be 
operated at this season as far as Daven- 
port, Io. The company will accept 
freight for up-river towns to the ca 
pacity of its boats. It has no barges. 
Tue Tennessee River Packet Co. will! 
obtain coal from Ohio River mines and 
operate three boats in the St. Louis 
trade, north and south. Calhoun County 
service will be inaugurated tomorrow hy 
the steamer St. Louis.

HUNGER FORCES WORKHOUSE 
STRIKERS TO RETURN TO WORK 


Prisoners in the workhouse, num- 
bering 130, went on a strike Wednes- 
day and refused to come up out of the 
quarry for their noon meal because 
two of their comrades had been put 
in the punishment cell the night be- 
fore for refusing to work. Wednes- 
day night when the men again re- 
fused to come out of the quarry after 
being idle all afternoon, Superinten- 
dent Primavesi called for a Jetail of 
police. These 12 policemen and the 
26 guards stood watch around the 
top of the quarry. The men did not 
sleep, dut created a disturbance all 
night by yelling and building fires 
and burning the frame house which 
was used as a tool house. 

Yesterday noon the men began to 
get hungry and sent word up to the 
superintendent’ that they wanted 
something to eat. He said they would 
get something to eat after they had 
done their work. 

The prisoners then returned to 
work and last night were taken to 
the mess hall and supper was served. 
This morning the men went to work 
as usual.

“This offer for a feasible adjustment 
was refused.“ 

Brotherhood’s Statements. 

The brotherhoods’ side of the contro- 
versy was made public in this state- 
ment, signed by the four brotherhood 
chiefs, W. G. Lee for the trainmen, . 
S. Carter for the firemen, I. E. Shep- 
pard for the conductors and W. 8. Stone 
for the engineers. 

“We presented a proposition to place 
the Adamson eight-hour law into effect 
along the lines suggested by President 
Wilson last August, which was, thet, in 
all road service, except passenger, where 
schedules now read 100 miles or less, 9 
or 10 hours or less, overtime at 10 or 11 
miles per hour,’ ingert 8 hours or less 
for basic day und 12% miles per hour 
for speed basis for the purpose of com- 
Overtime to be paid 
tor at not less than one-eighth of the 
daily rate per hour. In all yards, 
switching and hostling service, where 
schedules now read, ‘10, 11 or 12 hours 
or less shall constitute a day’s work, 
insert 8 hours or less’ shall constitute 
a day’s work. Overtime to be paid for 
at not less than one-eighth of the daily 
tate per hour. In passenger service the 
present mileage basis will be maintained 
provided that the basic passenger day 
will not be in excess of eight consecu- 
tive hours. Overtime to be paid for at 
not less than one-eighth of the daily 
rate per hour. 

“The Conference Committee of the 
railways took our proposition under 
consideration and at the afternoon meet- 
ing notified us that they could not ac- 
cept it and submitted in lieu the fol- 
lowing: (Quoting the terms of the rail- 
roads’ offer as given in Elisha Lee’s 
statement above.) 

It will be noted that, in any eventu- 
ality, the managers" committee have 
declined to negotiate any settlement of 
the eight-hour day; that, if the law is 
held constitutional, they will not agree 
to our interpretation of the law and de- 
sire to submit the application of the law 
to arbitration, the members of the 
Bight-hour Commission being the arbi- 
tration board. 


On the other hand, if the law is de- 
clared unconstitutional, they decline to 
make any settlement of the matters in 
controversy with us and again offer to 
submit the matter to arbitration, the

“It is apparent to us that the purpose 
of the railroad is to avold any settle- 
ment of the matter until such time as 
the country becomes involved in war, 
when they expect to escape any gettle- 
ment of whatever character. Even 
though the Supreme Court should decide 
that the law was constitutional, we have 
noticed that they will not accept our 
interpretation thereof, which is practi. 
cally the same as the President pro- 
posed when he recommended the enact- 
ment of thé law; therefo 3, a decision 
of the Supreme Court upholding the 
constitutionality of the law would noi 
even indirectly secure for the empluyes 
the purpose of the law? 

It goes without saying that railroad 
employes have been patient and loyal 
to the interests of the country and in 
the event of war have offered their 
services to the Government. It musi 
not be overlooked that, during this pe- 
riod, when the railroads have persistent- 
ly denied their employes that which was 
intended by the President in his propo- 
sition and that which was intended by 
Congress in the Adamson law, the rail. 
roads, during a year’s period, show net 
earnings of over $1,000,000,000, while the 
employes, with no increase in wages 
have suffered an increase in cost of 
living equal to more than 40 per cent. 

“If, after more than a year, we have 
failed to secure some relief, and train 
and engine men conclude to fold their 
hands and starve in reality rather than 
by degrees, should they be considered 
as disloyal to their flag?

on the Terminal for the delivery of raw 
material and for the shipment of their 
finished products. Wholesale and retail 
dealers, and jobbers to almost the same 
extent, cannot keep the wheels of com- 
merce moving without the aid of the 
Terminal.

Prof. Paul Miliukoff, new Foreign Min- 
ister, is a friend of the entente. He has 
been the leader of the Constitutional 
Democrats in the Dima and the fore- 
most parliamentarian in Russia. It was 
he who led the fqmous attack last No- 
vember against Boris Sturmer, the pro- 
German Premier of Russia, and caused 
Sturmer’s downfall. He openly accused 
Sturmer of stealing public moneys and 
of endeavoring to bring about a separate 
peace between Russia and Germany. De- 
manding victory for,the Russian armies, 
which he said had been handicapped by 
graft and by the indifference of court 
circles, Miliukoff ended his speech with 
these words, which now seem prophetic: 

“If we cannot conquer with this Gov- 
ernment, we will conquer in spite of this 
Government; but we will be victorious.” 

After his assault upon Sturmer, Miliu- 
koff was forced to flee Petrograd, and 
for a time was hunted by the Black 
Hundred, a reactionary body. But he 
returned to his Liberal leadership and 
pressed his fight against the pro-Ger- 
man influences, which he named ‘the 
dark forces.“ 

Miliukoff some years ago journeyed 
from Petrograd to New York to deliver 
a single lecture in Carnegie Hall. 

Alexander J. Guchkof, new Minister of 
War and the Navy, has been an advo- 
eate of greater preparedness by Rus- 
sia, the leader of the Octobrists in the 
Duma, and his efforts have been on the 
side of conservative reform. He has 
attacked members of the reigning fam- 
ily, demanded their retirement, and de- 
nounced them as responsible for what 
he regarded as the disgraceful treaty of 
Portsmauth.

The regiments defending the 
aimiralty had surrendered and gone 
over to the revolutionists. The Minis- 
ters in the admiralty building wers then 
urrested and the Russian national col- 
ors were replaced by the red flag of 
the revolutionists. 

The immediate occurrences leading to 
Monday’s developments began at 5 
o’clock Sunday evenin:, when the men 
of. the Volynsky Regiment shot their 
officers ‘and revolted in a factory dis- 
trict. Another. regiment detailed against 
the mutineers also joined the revolt. 

On Tuesday revolutionary bulletins ap- 
peared in the streets with the simple 
caption ‘‘News,’’ containing a resume 
of developments. They were eagerly 
read by all classes. Rodzianko’s tele- 
grams to the Emperor and others to 
the commanders of troops at the front 
were reproduced. The first message to 
the Emperor was as follows: 

“The situation is grave den, 
reigns in the capital. The Government 
is paralyzed. The transport of provi- 
sions and fuel is completely disorgan- 
ized. General dissatisfaction is grow- 
ing. Irregular rifle firing is occurring 
in the streets. It is necessary to charge 
immediately some person trusted by the 
people to form a new Government.

Later President Rodzianko sent the 
following to the Emperor: 

The position is becoming more se- 
rious. It is imperative that immediate 
measures be taken, because tomorrow 
will be too late.

Similar telegrams were sent to ail com- 
manders at the front. with an appeal 
for their support before the Emperor of 
the Duma's action. 


Abdication of the Car Has Not Be- 
come Effective. 

LONDON, March 16.—The abdication 
of Emperor Nicholas and the appoint- 
ment of Grand Duke Michael as regent 
has not been carried into effect, though 
decided on by the executive power, it 
was announced by Andrew Bonar Law, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, today, in 
the House of Commons. He read the 
following telegram from the British em- 
bassy in Petrograd: 

‘The Emperor's abdication and the 
appointment of Grand Duke Michael as 
regent have not yet. taken effect, al- 
though decided upon by the Executive 
Committee.”

THOUSANDS OUT OF 
WORK AT ONCE 


Factories in Many Lines Have 
Fuel on Hand for Only 
Few Days. 


The Post-Dispatch today canvassed 
various industries to learn how long 
their plants could be kept in operation 
after the start of a railroad strike. The 
following conditions were shown: 

SHOES—Supply of raw material on 
hand is sufficient for 60 days, but fac- 
tories would be forced to close in a week 
because of lack of fuel. thus throwing 
thousands out of employment. 

STEEL AND IRON—Owing to ihe 
need of daily receipts of materials which 
depreciate rapidly if stored there would 
be an immediate shut-down of all fac- 
tories. Thousands of employes affected. 

BREW ERIES—There would be a 
practical shut-down at once. The city 
trade would be supplied from stocks in 
store which are sufficient for more than 
a year, but brewing would be discon- 
tinued with many thousands of employes 
thrown out of work. The oil used as 
fuel in most breweries deteriorates rap- 
idly when stored. 

BRICK AND SEWER PIPE—These 
plants now have local strikes, but under 
normal conditions they carry only fuel 
enough to last only a week. 

ELECTRICAL SUPPLIES AND AP. 
PLIANCES—Stocks on hand sufficient 
to run two months. Fuel problem in 
most factories could be met by switch- 
ing on to the Keokuk power plant cur- 
rent. 

DRY GOODS—Shirt, shirtwaist and 
garment factories in which several thou- 
sand women and girls are employed 
would be shut down because of lack of 
output for their product. They carry 
only a week’s supply of coal, but some 
factories are equipped for Keokuk cur- 
rent. They have raw material enough 
for 40 to 60 days. 

Tobacco Factory Has Fuel.

Only about a week's supply of coal. 
When that gives out there will be a 
shutdown with thousands of employes 
laid off. 

HARDWARE — Largest companies 
here are jobbers and do no manutac- 
turing in St. Louis. They would supply 
the City trade from their stocks on 
hand, which are sufficient to last more 
than a year. About 3000 men and wom- 
en are employed in the hardware job- 
bing industry here and many of these 
would be thrown out of employment 
if shipping were stopped.

Mr. Knox was Attorney-General of the United 
States when Mr. Roosevelt “took” Panama. Hav- 
ing a seat at the Cabinet counell board. he must 
have known all the details in the secret history of 
that most singular attempt on the land of our 
neighbor. As the chief law officer of the Gov- 
ernment at the time, he must be the best qualified 
American for judging the moral and legal quality 
of the act. 
Why does Mr. Knox sanction an international 
act of outlawry and set a precedent which may 
encourage other unscrupuious governments to re- 
their treasuries at our expense?

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RUSSIA’S REVOLUTION. : 
The abdication of the Czar of Russia and the

Michael as regent for the young Czar, crowns with 
success one of the most remarkcble revolutions in 
history. It was a parliamentary. revolution, 
achieved under the authority and direction of the 
Duma, which played a wise and heroic part in 
carrying out the will and defending the interest 
of the people against the corruption and intrigue 
of the court, the ministry and the bureaucracy. 
The action of the Duma in expressing and achiev- 
ing the popular will against the autocracy and its 
agents tidoubtedly shifts for all time the real 
responsibility and authority of government from 
the. crown to the Parliament. 7 

The immediate object of the revolution was not 
the overthrow of the throne or the radical change 
of the form of government from monarchy to re- 
public. \ 

The revolution was directed against the ineffi- 
ciency and treachery of the court clique and the 
Czar’s ministry. It was aimed at the pro-German, 
anti-Russian influences surrounding the Czar and 
controlling the Government, which resulted in a 
paralysis of the ageneies necessary to the suc- 
cessful ‘conduct of the war and the operation of 
the system of transportation and distribution of 
supplies. The complete breakdown of govern- 
mental efficiency due to German intrigue caused 
scarcity of food and army supplies. Russia con- 
fronted a collapse, with all the disastrous conse- 
quences of war losses and htmiliating defeat or 
surrender, 

Evidently the Russian people, the army and 
the leading men who stood for Russian honor and 
interest were ripe for the stroke, which followed 
bread riots in: Petrograd and other cities. De- 
velopments were swift and eure. The Duma as- 
sumed authority and the army supported it. 

While the immediate motive of the revolution is 

nti-German and the victorious conduct of the 
war, fundamentally it is democratic. The demand 
for reform is rooted deep in the aspiration of the 
Russian people for freedom and the power to ex- 
press the popular will and the popular ideals 
through their Government. 

Czar Nicholas is the last of the Russian auto- 
crats. The control of the Government and the di- 
rection of the army, which the people have as- 
sumed, will never be surrendered. Russia is now, 
through the release of popular energies and the 
unified aim of the Russian people, twice as for- 
midable in war as before the revolution, It is 
impossible to conquer the United people of Russia, 
directing its forces to untainfed national aims. 
The new Russia has risen and will triumph over 
its foes within and without. 

The Russian revolution finds an echo in Ger- 
many, where Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
prophesies a radical change in the Government 
after the war. The people of Germany will have a 
voice in the direction of the Government, he said 
to the Prussian Diet, in a speech containing this 
significant sentence: | : 

Woe to the statesman who does not recog- 
nize the signs of the times, and who, after 
this catastrophe, believes he Van take up his 
work at the same point at which it was in- 

terrupted, etc. i 

The disappearance from Furope of every auto- 
crat, with his imperial ambitions and his ruthless 
exploitation of the people for imperial gain and 
glory, will be compensation for even the appalling 
sacrifice of blood and treasure in the war. It 
will open a new chapter in civilization and human 
progress. , 

Democratic America hails with good will @ 
democratized Russia and will hail with renewed 
friendship and good will a democratized Germany. |

After their past en- 
perience certain of our regiments ought to give a 
good account of themselves if we must guard 
against German raiders as well as Villa raiders.

Rise of the Russian Duma to Power

HE successful overthrow 
Government of Czar Nicholas II by 
Russian Liberals recalls a startling par- 
allel, induced by the same causes in 1870, 
during the Franco-Prussian war, when 
the Third Empire of the French, under 
Napoleon III, was abolished. 
The efforts of the French to stem the 
rman invasion had falled miserabiy, 
owing to incompetence. French Gen- 
erals sent to the front were, in some 
cases, even unable to find their armies. 
Gen. Michel, for example, telegraphed 
the War Office on July A. 1570: 

“Have arrived at Belfort. Can't find 
my brigade. What shall I do?” 

The culmination of such gross mis- 
ma ment came on Sept. 3, when the 
Empe telegraphed from the front that 
he himself was a prisoner. 


Mobs surged trough the streets of 
Paris, shouting angrily: “Down with the 
empire! Long live the republic!" Gam- 
betta, Jules Ferry and Jules Favre 
formed a government of national de- 
tense, to prepare for the impending 
siege of Paris. Since the Emperor was 
a prisoner, they declared the imperial 
Government vacant. Although France 
was defeated, the republic has endured. 

The chiev of the Russian Duma 
in overthrowing the imperial ministry 
and enlisting a considerable portion of 
the soldiery appears to lift Russia, for 
the moment at least, into the same class 
of representative governments, of which 
history affords few examples of a re- 
turn to absolutism. 

Duma Iestiteted by Car. 

The Russian Duma, or representative 
assembly, was instituted by Czar Nich- 
olas II by a manifesto issued Oct. . 
196, granting the Immutable founda- 
tions of civic liberty,” freedom of 
speech, of conscience, of association, 
leaving suffrage to be determined by 
the Assembly, and declaring “no law 
can come into force without the ap- 
proval of the Duma.” : 

This concession Was extorted from the 
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organizations, studenta, professional men 
and others from all walks of life taking 
part. In July, 1004, Von Plehve was as 
sassinated in the streets of St, Peters. 
burg by a bomb hurled at his carriage. 
An anonymous appeal was issued to ‘‘the 
citizens of the worid.“ assuming reepon- 
sibility for the “righteous act,” and an- 
nouncing an intention to treat similarly 
all who stood in the way of freedom. 


“We disapprove absolutely,” ran the 
appeal, à terrorist policy in countries 
that are free. But in Russia, where, 
owing to the reign of despotism, no open 
political discussion is possible; where 
there is no redress against the irrespon- 
sibility of absolute power throughout the 
whole bureaucratic organization, we 
shall be obliged to fight the violence of 
tyranny with the force of revolutionary 
right.“ | 


As an example of the extreme ro- 
actionary condition in Russia in this 
period—only 12 years ago—it was pubiio- 
ly forbidden to read such books as 
Bryce’s American Commonwealth. 

The Czar did appoint as Von Piehve's 
successor a man of more liberal ideas, 
Mirski, but he exhibited no other signs 
of meeting the growing demand of the 
people for, a share in the Government, 

In December the Czar promised cer- 
tain reform laws, but the people were 
no longer satisfied with such slight 
concessions, On January 22, 19%, 
workmen and others, in large aum- 
bers, led by Father Gapon, marched 
to the Impe to submit their 
complaints personally to the Czar. 
They were turned back by the fire 
of Cossacks and many were killed.
